Surpassing all other matters In gen- 
eral interest was the blowing up of a 
water main, shutting off the entire 
water supply for engines and for flre 
protection. 
A negro flseman passing near the 


scene of the explosion -which occurred 
about midnight was severely injured 
hy flying debris and was given medical 
attention. The main, which was one 
foot in diameter, carrying ordinary 
city pressure, was apparently blown 
tip by dynamite at point inside of the 
shop yards, between a row of unused 
box cars^and the fenc* surrounding 
the property, and at a point some 75 
feet from a picket stand, several pick- 
ets, it is said, having been endangered 
by the explosion which awakened 
most citizens in Spencer for 10 blocks 
arqund. A section of the pipe was 
entirely blown out and a. hole the size 
of 'a small house left in the ground. 
A huge stream of water flooded that 
section of Spencer for several hours 
unj.il the supply could be shut off. 
There is no known clue as to who 
blew up the pipe, though Southern 
officials and Sheriff J. H. Krider have 
been making strenuous efforts to fas- 
ten the blame where u belongs.

with Mr. "VToodson as <»ditor3al writer 
He continued In that capacity until 
the sale .of the paper in December. 
1398. bat & few vears later resumed

Mr Woodson. in association with oth- 
ers. founded the Herald, a morning 
paper, and the Times, an afternoon 
newspaper.

During Mr Woodson's long con- 


nection with the Richmond press he 
demonstrated versatility, proving val- 
uable both in the advertising and the 
news departments. His large acquain- 
tance all over the State and his affa- 
bility and ability enabled him to do ex- 
cellent work in developing circula- 
tion and business for his employers. 
In recent years he has contributed the 
daily column of editorial expressions. 
"With Virginia Editors." and "Echoes 
from Down Home." breezy excerpts 
from the press of Xorth Carolina. Ev- 
en after his death, the Times-Dispatch 
appeared yesterday with his "Echoes 
from Down Home." probably the very 
last wo^k he ever did. 


Personally Mr. Woodson was one of 


the most lovable of men. It may be 
said of him that he probably was with- 
out an enemy, for the milk of human 
kindness flowed freely from a heart 
which loved his fellow man. 
As a 


newspaper man, he was ready, quick 
and efficient in appreciating the news 
value of a story and in handling it 
concjsfly. crisply and cleverly. He 
had a keen sense of humc-r and wrote 
readily In a facetious vein 
on any 


them* affording scope for the exer- 
cise .of that hishly developed sense A 
man of wi<j« information, and with an 
extensive acquaintance among public 
men and familiarity with public af- 
fairs, he wrote trenchantly an<S force- 
fully when discussing the 
serious 


problems of nation. State and commu- 
nity As a paragrapher, too, he shone, 
when the more serious exactions of his 
work-afforded scope for his clever wit- 
ticisms and serious epigram? 
As a 


i writer he also possessed keen satiri- 
cal and sarcastic powers, but there 
was no barb in his shafts, which while 
keen were always kindly and without 
intent to wound. 


While it was difficult for one who 


had been closely associated with Mm 
and even one who had known him in 
recent roars to realise U. Mr. Woodnon 


was no longer a young man. In fact, 
he had passed three score and ten. but 
his nature was amiable, his intellect 
vigorous and elastic in its powers and 
his heart still refreshed by the dew 
of youth. He has served his day and 
generation well and faithfully, but. 
like many another newspaper man. he 
had not acquired wealth in the ac- 
cepted sense of that term. 
His uni- 


form cheerfulness and his homely, 
practical philosophy enabled him to 
face prosperity and adversity with 
e\ en mind and imperturbable hope- 
fulness and courage

It will bo featured with a gridiron 
contest between Vanderbilt and the 
Unversity of Michigan elevens, and 
the governor^ of Michigan and Ten- 
nessee, hundreds of alumni of the two 
Institutions and others to the num- 
ber of 25.000—the seating capacity of 
the nrw stadium are expected to at- 
tend. 
"Dudlv Stadium" named in hnor of 


Dr. William L. Dudley, father of Van- 


athletic system and long 


president of the Southern Intercol- 
legiate Athletic Association, is being 
constructed <jf Ot«el and concrete. It 
will be "u" shaped and was planned 
after a thourough Inspection of mod- 
ern athletic stadiums and bowls in 
the cast and mlddlf wint by Coach 
McGugin of Vanderbilt nad local ar- 
chitects and engineers. The sides and 
closed end will be devoted to seats 
and in the mouth of the "U" will be 
located a field houce which will pro- 
vide every modern convenience and 
accommodation for visiting nad homo 
athletes. There will be two rows of 
boxes on the two long sides of the 
field and Individual seats will tower 
high above in 25 tiers. 
The closed 


end of the letter will contain indi- 
vidual seats only, and these arc ex- 
pected to be used mainly by home 
"rooters." 


The athletic field whic his planned 
ua one of tho finest 1'taiuroi or the 
stadium has already been .computed.
